do not know it all when it comes to 
the pure food proposition. The very 
fact that eggs grow "stale" is proof 
enough that trouble does penetrate 
the shell. For this stateness is pro- 


duced by the presence of micro-organ- 
isms, which in growing produce poi4- 
onous products productive of ptomaine 
poisoning. 


So too, eggs laid by hens not.hy- 


gienlcally cared for may bo carriers 
of uncleanliness. To insure the per- 
fectly clean egg the hen must have 
clean nests, clean runs and an abun- 
dance of clean, pure water.

Naturally enough business men, 


I'lom the town as well as from the 
country, ask and answer these and 
many other questions before employ- 
ing an agricultural representative to 
aid them in the development and im- 
piovenierit of their farms and farm- 
Ing, 
in tacli oi the fifteen counties 


now onip'uying .such aid, the^e and 
olhci euually businesslike questions 
lia\e repeatedly been asked. 


.Many 
people imagine that 
the 


county agent plan i^- a new thing, but 


it is not. 
Way back in 1884 Bel- 


gium, then but a \ e i y poor agi{cult- 
ural slate, had made a failure of 
agriculture. 
Realizing this, a number 


of in.strucioi s were .sent out to the 
people to teach them tho proper 
methods of fanning, living with the 
fanners themselves. These men were 
'•ubjpct to a great deal of abu.se and 
ud'o Ac a'1 I'd "inigratoiy teachers," 
' pedesti Ian farmers," etc. But it 
vvorkc-'l wondeis for Belgium, and her 
agncultuul interests grew by leaps 
and bound-. 


Other n Uions woke up to the great 


discovery. 
Germany was one ot the 


lust to copy, while England, Ireland, 
mid oincis fell rapidjly in line.

A f t e r four years, there are 


500 counties in the United States that

One county, Marathon, made

aid simp'iy by action of its own coun- 
ty board. But one southern county, 
Wolv.ortli, has the system, while 
many of the northern counties have

the pxperjinent.

haps those counties up there need it,

The means employed to get such an 


agent are as fol'lows:

Then the boaid appropriates $1,000 
for the first year, and $1,000 for the 
second year, the matter again conies 
up before the board tor a vote, and 
it is either continued or abolished.

OAT SMUT PREVENTION. 


The average annual loss from oat 


smut is greater than from any other 
preventable cereal disease. Treating 
the seed with formaldehyde Is an 
easy, cheap and effective way of pre- 
venting the disease. 


Mix the formalin (a commercial 


preparation that is 37 per cent for- 
malehyde by weight) with water at 
the rate of one pound (a 'little less 
than a pint) to 40 gallons of Water. 


This mixture may be placed in a 


barrel and the sacks of oats lowered 
into it by means of a wire stretcher. 
Leave immersed until all the oats 
are saturated. 
Then remove and al- 


low to dry. May be used as soon as 
dry or any time after. 
Care should 


be taken after treatment that oats 
do not come in contact with infected 
sacks. 
Soaking sacks in solution and 


then drying or boiling sacks will pre- 
vent this. 


Another way is to spread the seed 


to be treated on the floor and then 
sprink'le the solution over it. 
Take 


a shovel and stir up until the solu- 
tion reaches, all the grain. 


About a gallon is required per 


bushel of oats. 
Do not allow the 


oats to freeze after treatment as this 
may destroy the germination. 
Do 


not plant while damp as you will have 
trouble with seeder or drill. 


Why loose five or ten bushel of 


oats per acre when a few hours work 
some rainy day will save it.

In tact, under the dual has 
is of payment, he-may, and very often 
does, receive much more than a day'< 
pay for less 10 than hours' work 
This is in cases where he runs more 
than 100 miles in less than 10 hours 
whereas he receives a full days pa\ 
for 10 hours even if he runs loss than 
J O O miles. Moreover, the enginemai: 
or trainman is guaranteed payment 
for a full day if he is called for duty 
no matter how few hours he works 
01 how few miles he runs. 
In most 


lines of industry (he employee does 
not receive a day's pay for less than 
a day's work and ordinarily he cannol 
earn more than a day's pay without 
working more than the regular num- 
ber of houis. 


Another very important difference 


lies in the fact that in industrial ser- 
vice the employer can usually con 
tiol the amount of overtime, and if 
he finds necessary to operate at over- 
I'me rates, he can include the addi- 
tional cost m fixing his prices. 


The rauroad not only cannot fix 


its freight or passenger rates but 
must operate continuously through- 
oil t the 24 hours, and overtime in 
many cases, is absolutely beyond the 
control of the management. 


Railroad terminals are now gener- 


ally located so that the distance be- 
tween them can be made with a 
freight train ftu approximately 10 
hours, with as little overtime as pos- 
sible, but the actual riming time in 
freight service is dependent upon a 
great many conditions which cannot 
be arbitrarily fixed, such as the ton- 
nage of the train, the number of 
trains to be met and passed, tbe num- 
ber and length of station stops and 
even by weather conditions. 


If a certain train movement isi not 


completed within the time limit, or 
if a switch engine is engaged in a 
certain piece of work, 'the train or 
engine cannot be left standing where 
it is. The movement must be com- 
pleted or the train run to a terminal 
oi some kind where its cars may be 
loaded or unloaded or made up into 
tiains. 
Nor can. the crews be re- 


leased wherever they find themselves. 
Their contracts provide that they 
shall be paid until they reach a term- 
inal, and if they are relieved by extra 
men the latter would have to be paid 
a full day's pay for completing the 
trip, or day though but a few miles 
or hours were required in doing so. 
Lnder the proposed lulea the crews 
would have to be paid for the ad- 
ditional time at the proposed exces- 
sive overtime rates. 
The ninth or 


eleventh hour of work is worth no 
more to the railroad than any other 
Lour. 


The railroads believe that while 


tliese conditions cause 
irregularity 


ar,d 
frequently 'long hours of work 


they are adequately compensated for 
uncler tho rules which provide for 
payment either for hours or mileage. 


The injustice of a demand for 


time and one-half foi over time has 
been recognized by various boards of 
ai nitration. 
Thie board which ar- 


bitrated the demands of the western 
engineers and firemen last year de- 
clined to allow itand the board which 
in 1913 settled the wage controver- 
sy between the eastern railroads and 
their trainmen dismissed the demand 
as follows: 


"The board is in sympathy with 


the expressed desire of the men to 
reduce overtime as much as possible, 
and it recognizes that the payment 
of time and one-half for overtime is 
a well-established 
custom 
in the 


building trades and possibly in some 
other trades. But, wherever it pre- 
vails, so far as the Board is aware, 
the determination as to whether over- 
time shall or shall not be paid for, 
rests with the employer. 
In rail- 


roading, it is quite evident that in 
many cases neither the management 
nor the trainmen can prevent over- 
time; and it appears to this board, 
therefore, that punitive overtime, as 
it is called, is an unsound principle 
when applied to the running of 
trains." 


GIVE ALFALFA A TRY OUT. 


By mixing alfalfa with timothy and 


clover at the rate of two pounds to 
the acre, farmers may, without any 
great outlay of money, easily get an 
idea of how allfalfa is suited to their 
land. 


Sown this way alifalfa- will not 


on'Jy improve the quality of the hay 
crop, but will inoculate the soil for 
future crops. 


Nearly one-half of the alfalfa fail- 


ures in Wisconsin last year resulted 
from lack of lime and inocculation. 
Sowing a small amount of alfalfa 
in with this spring's seeding will help 
put the land in proper shape at a 
cost of less than 50 cents an acre. It's 
worth while trying out.

MAN'S HILL. 


HEAPS OF DEAD ON FIELD 


|Paris Says the Crown Prince's First 


Great Attempt at a General Offen- 
sive Has Resulted in Failure With 


Enormous Losses—Berlin Reports. 


NEW G R O U N D OCCUPIED IN CAU 


CASUS ADVANCE, ACCORDING 


TO PETROGRAD. 


ALLIES' REQUEST IS REFUSED 


, Paris, April 12.—Fierce German at- 
tacks against the French positions on 
la Mori Hommo (Dead Man's Hill) 
•were renewed during the night and 
the Teutons occupied 500 yards of an 
advanced trench, it was announced by 
the war office in an official commu- 
nique on Monday. 


-Mountains ot corpses on the front 


northeast ot Verdun and west of the 
.Meuse river testify to the 
frightful- 


jiess of the German losses. 


The ferocity of the assaults around 


Hill 204 and Dead Man's Hill is only 
equaled by the gallantry of the French 
defenders. 
Tha text of the official 


communique follows: 


"West of the .Meuso the bombard- 


ment continued violently in the course 
of the night, particularly that fire dl 
reeted against Hill No. 304. An at- 
tack launched by the enemy Sunday 
afternoon against Le Mort Homme 
end which in general was repulsed 
with heavy losses for our adversary, 
enabled the Germans to penetrate into 
•our advanced trenches on a front of 
about 500 yards long at Hill No. 205. 
"Wo took 100 prisoners. 


"East of the Meuso there was a 


•very sharp conflict during the night 
In tho little wood ot Fontaine St. 
Martin, east of VacherauviUo. 
We 


made progress in the enemy's com- 
municating trenches south of the vil- 
lage of Douaumont. 


"In tho Woevre region villages at 


the base of tho Meuso heights were 
bombarded. 


"It is now known that the day of 


April 9 in the region of Verdun was 
marked by the first great attempt at 
a general offensive on tho part of 
tho enemy, this extending on a. front 
of more than 20 kilometers (12.4 
miles). 


"Our adversaries, without obtaining 


any results comparable with the ef- 
forts put forth, suffered losses to 
•which tho vast heaps of dead before 
our lines bear witness. 


"No important event happened on 


the rest of the front." 


The official German statement is as 


follows: 


"Enemy attempts to recapture posi- 


tions in the mine craters south of St. 
lEloi were repulsed. 


"Fighting with mines around La 


iBassee and the Arras canals has In- 
creased In intensity. 


"West of the Meuse river, Bethln- 


•court and tho fortified points known 
as Alsace and Lorraine southwest of 
Bethincourt were isolated. 
The en- 


emy was out off, losing 14 officers 
and 700 men. Two cannon and" 13 ma- 
chine guns were captured. 


"We cleared enemy intrenchments, 


blockhouses and positions north of 
Avocourt and 
south 
of 
Sorveaux 


(Crow's woods). Several officers and 
176 mon were captured. 


"On the right (east) bank of the 


Meuse the ravine south of tho Poivre 
ridge was cleared. There we captured 
four officers, 1S4 men and much war 
laateriat."
